fair to good, and no drought con- 
ditions had been reported.

tions in Kansas, also a heavy corn 
producer, were reported good, fol- 
lowing recent "corn making rain." 


Thundershowers were forecast 


to continue today for the center 
of thc drought area, extending 
from thc middle Atlantic states to 
the Missouri river, Jacobson said, 
while, heavy'precipitation was te- 
portcd,,durjng thc-night and early 
morning in- Missouri, Illinois and 
northern Indiana. , 


Rainfall Statewide 


Thc Illinois corn .crop yesterday 


was termed by state agricultural 
officials "in the critical stage of 
its growing season and unless good 
rains come within a week or 10 
days, there will be a great de- 
cline in prospects." Today's heavy 
rains. Jacobson said, would greatly 
help the ciops in Illinois.

Stimson Warns About

Washington. July 
26—(AP) — 


Exhorting thc home front to dis- 
play the same determination he 
found on the fighting fronts. War 
Secretary Stimson left with the 
nation today a warning that no 
German collap.se is yet apparent. 


Reporting in a radio address 


last night on his tcccnt trip to 
Italy and Normandy, the civilian 
army chief said Germany's "arm- 
IPS and her people arc shaken 
and shot 
through with doubts. 


But in no sense arc they yet 
broken." 


He added that "there is only 


one sure strategy to finish this 
war with finality and speed: that 
is for us and our allies to gear 
every resource we have in men 
and equipment in a final, unremit- 
ting assault on land, sea and in 
thc air." 


Yugoslav Partisans 


Land on 3 Islands 


London. July 26. — C A P ) — A 


communique broadcast today from 
thc Yugoslav headquarters of Mar- 
shal Tito said Partisan forces had 
landed on the islands of Pcljcsac, 
Korcula and Ml jet, off the Dalma- 
tian coast. In the operations, more 
than 70 Germans were killed and 
ISO captured.

countries "allied" with- Germany 
would not be far behind in this 
program despite the cost. 


Propaganda Chief Paul Joseph 


Goebbels, newly named by Hitler 
as rcich's commissar for total 
mobilization for war, will address 
the German nation by radio at 
8:15 ,p. .m.\today.\Berlm > has an- 
nounced. 
He may -disclose some 


of tlie plans which the nazi chicf- 
tians have drafted for Germany's 
last fanatical struggle, and appeal 
for loyalty to Hitler. " His speech 
is expected to last about 45 min- 
utes.

Liquor Licensee 


Must be Certain 
of His Customers 


State's Attorney Morey Pires 


today 
received 
from 
Attorney 


General George F. Batrelt an im- 
portant opinion governing the sale 
of intoxicating liquor to minors, 
which was requested by the Lee 
county 
prosecutor 
recently. In 


his request 'for 
the opinion, the 


Lee county state's attotney ex- 
plained: ' 


"It has been necessary for me 


to ptosecutc and convict several 
tavern ownets in this county for 
furnishing liquor to minors. The 
tavern keepers in those ,cascs in- 
sisted that minors told them that 
they were of age and that thc 
minors appeared to be much old- 
er than they 
were, 
raising a 


question which will undoubtedly 
arise again and is presented here- 
with for your opinion. 


"Is it the duty of the licensee 


to refrain ftom .selling or furnish- 
ing liquor to a person whom he 
does not definitely know to be 
an»adult or is thc licensee pro- 
hibited only from selling to such 
persons whom he has picviously 
been " informed 
arc under age? 


Must the state prove that the tav- 
ern 
owner 
knew 
the 
person 


served was a minor prior to be- 
ing served m order to obtain a 
conviction? 


In reply to these inquiries, thc 


opinion • cited a Supreme Court 
r.uhng which in part stales: 


Cilcs Supremo Conrl 


"Thc 
license procured confers 


no authority on thc licensee to 
sell 
Intoxicating liquors to 
a 


minor. 
He is absolutely prohib- 


ited from selling to a person in- 
toxicated, or who is in the habit 
of 'getting 
Intoxicated, and his 


license will afford 
him no pro- 


tection. 
Thc law imposes upon 


the licensed seller thc duty to sec 
that thc party to whom he .sells 
is authorized to buy, and if he 
makes a sale without this knowl- 
edge, he does it at his peril. 
., "If he does not know the party 
who'sceks to, buy'intoxicating' li- 
quors at his Counter is legally 
competent to,do so. he must re- 
fuse to make.thc sale. It is made 
unlawful, cither with or without 
a license to sell to a certain class 
of persons, and to another class 
except under certain, conditions: 
and if he violates cither clause of 
thc statute, he must suffer thc 
penalties -imposed for' its violation, 
it is no answer to this view to 
say thc licensee may sometimes 
be imposed upon and made to suf- 
fer the penalties of the law, when 
he had no intention to violate its 
provisions. 
This is a risk inci- 


dent to thc business he has un- 
dertaken to conduct, and, as he 
receives the gains connected there- 
with, he must assume also with 
it all the hazaids."

Washington, July 26.—(AP)— 


Thc fust war agency head to liqui- 
date his own bureau. Rubber Di-. 
lector 
Bradley Dewey, declared 


today that this country's 
new 


$700,000.000 synthetic rubber in- 
dustry will survive into the peace- 
time era. 


Dewcy. 
w h o 
yesterday 
an- 


nounced his own resignation and 
the dissolution of his office on or 
before September 1, said thc in- 
dustry now was producing at the 
full rate recommended by the Ba- 
uich committee nearly two years 
ago—about S36.000 tons a year. 
This is some 250.000 tons more 
than thc country's consumption of 
natural rubber' before the war. 


"I can not sec any capitalist 


planting lubber trees and waiting 
seven years for them to grow." 
said Dewey"—against a future of 
unknown labor costs—in 'competi- 
tion with chemists who have won 
every battle they ever.entered be- 
tween synthetics and nature." 


Makes Klin- Uecord 


For a period after the war syn- 


thetic rubber probably will be one 
or two cents cheaper than etude 
rubber, he said .,and 
thetcaftcr 


may run a few cents higher than 
the natural product. In any case, 
ho observed, It will act as a gov- 
ernor on natural rubber prices at 
a time when consumption will be 
inci cased enormously by the build- 
Ing of motor roads in many now 
inaccessible parts of thc world.

Washington—These reports out 


of Sweden and Switzerland on the 
German 
revolution 
are always 


open to suspicions of exaggeration. 


The Germans 
long have "had 


their rumor agents well planted. 
True also Hitler may well have 
decided to make a virtue out ot 
the purge. 
Dictators have done 


that before. 
• But you need go no farther than 
the Russia front to know the end 
is nigh. 
His military 
situation 


has become indefensible in any 
substantial 
or 
durable, manner. 


The end should be a matter of a 
few weeks, or at the most months. 


Perhaps the best indication'of 


the actual condition is a letter 
the Russains captured from the 
pocket of the nazi tank General 
Hoffmeistcr. It sounded like what 
a German tank general might well 
say and is considered authentic. 


Hoffmcister related how he had 


been called all the way back to 
Berlin from the fighting front last 
May to hear a speech by der fueh- 
rer to assembled eastern generals.

Hitler larked along in an easy 


way. saying he and national so- 
cialism had been in desperate con- 
ditions before, that he had always 
surmounted 
these trying -times, 


and he suggested with "polite but 
unmistakable innuendo that they 
read the history of national social- 
ism and study nazi application. 


The younger generals showed 


some enthusiasm for this line of 
talk, but the older generals ask- 
ed where they would get the sol- 
diers, planes and tanks to defend 
these words. 


Hoffmeister complained of con- 


trary orders later received, first 
to withdraw, then to hold, and the 
lack of reinforcements which fi- 
nally caused his tank group to be 
annihilated. 


These same older generals arc 


the ones who led the revolt. Since 
the middle of June the Russian 
advance has been little more than 
a march. 
Put _no trust in the 


planted Swiss reports that none of 
the revolutionary or 
dissenting 


generals were on that eastern 
front. 


By far the greatest resentment 


against Hitler has been evident on 
that line since Stalingrad. 
At no 


point yet have they been able to 
defend a line, although one was 
promised (a stout one, thc Ger- 
mans said) running from Riga to 
Odessa.

Odessa has'long since gone and 


Riga is outflanked, and probably 
surrounded. Thc nazls just do not 
have the men and materials for a 
real fighting effort and the gen- 
erals know it best. 


It is possible now that the Reds 


will run into some strong defens- 
sivc points around Warsaw, but 
no other defense line into Germany 
looks 
like anything 
important. 


Talk of a Vistula river line Is as 
circuitous as the' river itself which 
may offer a natural defense, due 
to its width in thc south, but the 
Russians arc known to have made 
great concentrations centering on 
that southern front, particularly 
in the Lwow area. 


What we must look for next is 


a pause in thc Russian marching 
to bring up communications lines. 
That they. have gone as far and 
as fast as they'havc without stop- 
ping for this necessity is truly re- 
markable. 


But the pause is apt to be cover- 


ed by a switch in Russia empha- 
sis to the Lwow area. (The nazis 
probably have removed most of 
their 300.000 men reported trap 
peel in the Baltic -states by this 
time).

The remaining- 7 of the 150 cut- 


backs did not 
involve 
employ- 


ment, such as lay-offs. But a 
strike occurred in only one of 
them. That was in the \Vorth- 
ington Pump Machinery Company 
in Holyoke. Mas&., 
where 
the 


workers went on an unauthorized 
stay-in .strike. 


While the 
Brcwstcr 
workers 


weie "j>laying-m"— and 
seeing 


that that might happen repeated- 
ly if workers in other plant* were 
suddenly told their work had end- 
ed—the War 
Production 
Board 


(WPB) 
took steps to prevent a 


repetition. 


"Staff" Appointed * 


A "staff" of government offi- 


calls was appointed, such as rep- 
resentatives of the Army. Navy, 
Maritime Commission, WPB. War 
Manpower Commission, and Office 
of Civilian Requirements. 


The WPB "staff" tries to work 


out a solution. That is what has 
happened and is happening now. 
And this is how the news Is brok- 
en to the workers t>o that they will 
will not strike or go off looking 
for other jobs In a mad rush: 


The Army. Navy or Maritime 


Commission notifies the "staff" it 
wishes to cancel a contract in a 
certain plant. They work it out 
to fit the pattern outlined above, 
talcing into 
consideration 
the 


question of employment as well as 
cost. 


Then the local official of the 


procurement agency—say an'army 
colonel—notifies the plant man- 
agement. 
Tile union .leaders are 


called in. The foremen arc noti- 
fied. 
Notices aic posted, telling 


the workers that the contract 
will be cancelled four weeks or 
three 'months from that date. It 
works something like that. 


Newspapers Notified 


Then-the local newspapers arc 


notified. 
So far 
these 
notices 


have not been given out national- 
ly. 


Apparently the government offi- 


cials, involved fear that .repented 
stories of cutbacks might give an 
over-large impression of the num- 
ber of contracts and cause work- 
ers cut-back jitters. 


It seems likely that this plan 


will be revised so that cut-backs 
will be announced locally and na- 
tionally at the same time. 


AH this, of course, deals only 


with cut-backs in certain items 
and does not involve nationwide— 
or program—cutbacks. Army and 
Navy are reluctant to release pro- 
gram cutbacks. 


Such information might be of 


benefit to Uic enemy. 
Possibly 


at this time it would not. It is 
likely that OWI will take thc hull 
by the horn* and soon make an 
announcement of 
a nationwide 


program 
cut-back to see what 


happens.
